STAINING A“FLOOR 


A Good Brudh & 
'* Floor Essential . 


‘ ‘The actual’ application of the 
chosen Btain to. the clean, dry,f resh- 
ly-swept floor is the easiest part of 
the process of staining. , 


A good brush should be used. 
A good brush is economical, for it 
ean be washed In soap and wator 
afterwards and put away for fur- 
ther use. ~-Sufficient stain to.cover 
the ‘whole floor should be ready. 
As applied by most people, a gallon 
of stain covers with a single coat 
from 360-400 square fect of floor. 
Hard woods do not need 18 much 
ag this, but soft, unconditioned 
woods may need more. 


Apply the. stain always in tho 
same direction o8 the grain of the 
wood, and take care not to let the 
edge of one patch dry before. the 
next patch is stained, or uneven- 
ness of tint may revult. This 
point is one that must-be specially 
lwatched for when using a quick- 
drying spirit stain. ; 


Finally, when the whole floor has 


been covered, allow plenty of time- 


for érying. Tho longer this can 
yo on, the better will it be for the 
ultimate appearance of the floor. 


In conclusion, 2 Word must be 


said about twator. stains. These 
are very cheap. and fairly satis~ 
factory, but they do not have any 
value in preserving the floor, or
